DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to the amendment filed 2/25/201 1 . Claims 1 , 4 and 5 
are currently amended. No claims are newly added. Claims 2, 3 and 6-13 are 
canceled. Presently, claims 1 , 4 and 5 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4-7 of the remarks, filed 2/25/201 1 , with 
respect to the rejection of claims 12 and 13 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,436,562 (DuBose) in view of U.S. Patent No. 
4,023,472 (Grunder et al.) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claims 1 , 4 and 5 (claims 1 2 and 1 3 have been incorporated into claim 1 ) 
has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 , 4 and 5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not disclose and/or teach a sufficient reason to provide a fuel cell system 
having a flexible portion midway in a fluid supply piping with a first filter upstream of the 
flexible portion and a second filter downstream of the filter and a pump upstream of the 
first filter wherein the filter accuracy of the second filter is lower than a filter accuracy of 
the first filter in combination with the other limitations of the claims.
